COMMUNICATION SENT BY MARSHALL 
M’DONALD TO THE GRAND: JURY. 


Specific Information of Misdoings in the 
Treasurer's Offics Eupplied to the 
Grand Jurors, But the Information 
Ignored—Authentioc Information About 
Eddie Foerste!’s Realty Transactions— 
Treasurer Foerstel Suspended and 
Mr. Chas. Parsons Appointed His 
Successor. 


As the inquiry into the deficit of $63,000 in 
the City Treasurer's office proceeds, it seems 
to become appayent that while the actual 
theft of the money was committed by one 
man, the negligence of several city officials 
was contributory. 

That official remissness was not confined to 
the Treasurer’s office is admitted, and now 
that the method by which Eddie Foerstel 
abstracted the city’s money without detec- 
tion becomes known, it is evident that an 
obedience of the explicit law on the part 
of the Comptroller and the Chairman 
or the Ways and Means Committee 
would have prevented the steal. Naturally 
the responsibility for the disobedience of the 
law ig shifted from one official] to another, 
yet it may be that eventually it will have to 
be borne by all upon whom the law places 
the responsibility of its enforcement. 

In. view of to-day’s developments, it is 
difficult to understand what pecullar circum- 
stances prevented the Comptroller, Ways 
and Means Committee, Auditorand Grand- 
jury from stopping the stea! long ago. 

Itis not possible to state with positiveness 
what method Foerstel pursued, but all 
of the officials who have investigated

A NEGLECTED LAW. 

Sec. 1651 of the Revised Ordinan ces says: 

All bonds, notes, coupors, or other public liabili- 
ties of the city so paid by or on account of the Treas- 
urer, shall be returned directiyto him, amd once 
every month, and oftener, if he desires it, the ac- 
count of the Treasurer for such payments, tacluding 
all commissions and expenses. shallbe examined by 
the Comptrolier and “ommittee of Waysand Means, 
and the amount thereof shall be certified by them 
to the Auditor to be audited and allowed in favor of 
the Treasurer, as other claims are, and such bonds, 
notes, coupons or other indebtedness shall be by 
them effectually canceled and delivered to the An- 

*“ditor for safe keeping, for which he shall execute 
duplicate receipts, due of which shall be delivered 
to the Comptroller. 

Under this section it is the duatyof the 
Treasurer to havezhis bonds, notes, coupons 
and other liabilities examined and can- 
celed once amonth. Itis the duty ofthe 
Comptroller tosee thatthey are examined 
and canceled once a month. 

It is the duty of the Waysand Means Com- 
mittee tosee that they are examined and 
canceled once a month. 

It is the duty of the Auditor to see that he 
receives the canceled documents and ,re- 
celpts for them. 

Not one of these officials has given atten- 
tion to this law. 

They admit that the examination of the 
Treasurer's office and the cancellation of the 
bonds and coupons has been only ‘‘period> 
cal.’’ It bas not been done since’ July. 

The exactamount of the bonds andcoupons 
redeemed since then cannot be obtained 
until an abstract of the accounts is made, but 
the June bonds amounted to about $500,000, 
and the coupons redeemed since then to more 
than $100,000, making more than $600,000 of 
redeemed bonds and conpons which Foerstel 
had the use of to cover his accounts 
during nearly half a year in which they have 
not been counted once. 

Mr. Fred Gobel, the Assistant Comptroller, 
in an interview to-day admitted knowihg the 
law requiring an examination of the ac- 
counts and a cancellation of the bonds and 
coupons once a month, and frankly admittea 
that the law bad been neglected. He said it 
was the duty of the Ways and Means Com- 
| mittee to inaugurate the ex@minations, 

Mr. Nelson Vole, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, admitted that he did 
not know of the law, but said it was the duty 
ofthe Comptrolier to notify the committee 
when to make the examination. 

Auditor Brown said it was not necessary 
that the bonds and coupons. should be 
turned over to him as soon as can. 
celed. They were frequentiy held for 

“gome time and then turnedin. Treasurer 
Foerstel was at home witb bis son’s body and 
was not questioned.

*‘Well, as I said, I have not had time to 
look intothat. My idea was that the first 
and most necessary thing to do was to pro- 
vide a proper officer to fill the vacancy 
in the Treasurer’s office, and I 
have been devoting my attention 
to tbat. The joint Committee of Ways and 
Means will meet to-day to beginthe investi. 
gation of the Treasurer’s office and these 
other matters will be taken up. I shall 
investigate them if I remain here 
but I do not think I with.

The Acting ayor was asked if he had 
heard the rumor that $24,000 of counterfeit 
money had been found among the Treasur- 
er’scash, and he replied that he had not. 

Assistant Comptrolier Gobel was found ia 
the Treasurer’s office and when asked where 
the bonds and cpupons were cancelled he 
replied with asmile ‘‘spasmodically.’’

**But it eould not have lasted longer than a 
month?’’ 

**Yes, it might. There areso many ways 
of covering it in thatan examination of the 
coupons would not necessarily show the de- 
falcation. If, as it seems apparent now, the 
shortage was possible because the 
amount of eash paid out was 
charged greater than the amount of 
coupons redeemed and the difference ab- 
stracted, the counting of the coupons would 
not show the deficit. The excessive 
charge is mrede upon the memoranda 
of the Assistant Treasurer and taken 
from that. by the Treasurer's bookkeepers, 
but a reportis made to the Comptrolier of 
the amount of bonds and coupons redeemed 
and we keepa record ofthat. Now when we 
come to check up the coupons, 
we don’t rely on the Treasurer’s 
book. Wecheck his reports of bonds and 
coupons redeemed against the bonds and 
coupons found in his possession, so false en- 
tries in his books would not show ail. 

**There are many ways of covering in this 
difference.’’ 

it is a fact, nevertheless, that if the Treas- 
urer’s report to the Comptroller, the 
Treasurer's books and the coupons had been 
compared, they would at any time show the 
discrepancy. — one + 

**Do you know aaything Mr. Gabel of any 
counterfelt money being found among the 
Treasurer’s cash? Itis repofted that $24,000 
of counterfeit was found.’’ 

**No, none was foand.’’ 

**It is said, Mr. Gabel, thatin your exami- 
nation of the Treasurer’s office last Tuesday 
you found discrepancies which excited your 
suspicions, and that vou then asked for an 
investigation of the office by the Ways aad 
Means Committee.’’ 

**No, that is not true. if I had I should 
have proceeded in another way.’’ 

**Didn’t you find a deficit of $4 in the cou- 
pon account and an excess of $ in the cash 
account?’’ 

**No. I found error of 
24 cents in the bank account 
and one of $%and something in the cash ac- 
count, but frequently in closing up large ac- 
counts there are errors of a dollar or two, 
which stand antilthey are corrected for the 
final balance.’’ 

‘*But there was nothing to excite your sus- 
picions?’’ 

**Nothing. Aslsaid, if there had been, I 
should have proceeded ina different man- 
ner.’’ 

COUNCILMAN COLE’S STATEMENT. 

Councilman Nelson Cole ts the chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means. He was 
questioned to-day about the cancellarioff of 
the coupons and bonds in the Treasurer’s 
office. 

‘*It has been the custom for the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee of the Council and 
House to assemble whenever requested 
to do so by the Comptrolier,’’ said 
he. ‘*We would then proceed to 
the Treasurer’s office and cancel the 
coupons. The Treasurer got the comanittee 
together whenever he wanted to cancel the 
coupons that had accumulated. I believe 
that he was in the habit of notifying the 
Comptrolier, and the Comptroller would then 
notify us that he was ready for us to meet. 
Idon’t know how Foerstel made his short- 
age, but Iknow how it could have been done 
under the circumstances. He might have 
taken in a certain amount of coupons for 
redemption, and put another amount on the 
books. For instance, if he had taken in $500 
worth of coupons, he might enter $1,500 on 
the book as pald out on account 
of coupons, and pocket the $1,000. Nobody 
would be able to detect this theft except by 
counting the coupons. The Comptroller’s 
checks on the office did not go this far, I 
imagine. In fact, one might as well doall 
the Treasurer’s work as to undertake a 
job like that. In that respect with all the 
checks on the office there was a chance for 
dishonesty. It’s so in every business. 
You've got to take some chances on a man’s 
honesty. In the Treasurer’s office this 
chance was covered by the bond of the 
‘freasurer.’’ 

Chairman Cole was asked ifhe knew that 
the law required the coupons and old bonds 
to be canceled once a month, and said he did 
not. Hehad always supposed that the ex- 
aminations might beat irregular intervals. 
He was told that Deputy Comptroller 
Gabel sald that the cancel lation 
was not made once a month because 
itg®as dificultto get the Ways and Means 
Committees together. He replied curtly to 
this. 

**The Ways and Means Committees have al- 
ways met promptly whenever they Were 
called together.’’ 

**Whose duty was it tocall the committee 
together when. coupons were to be can 
celed?’’ 

**We have always met at the request of the 
Comptroller.’’

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THE SHORTAGE DISCOVERED. 


Examination of Treasurer Foerstel’s Ao- 
counts and His Suspension. 


As soon as City Treasurer Michael Foerste) 
returned to the City Halil yestercay aftera 
visit to the scene of his son's suicide, he was 
summoned by Acting Mayor Walbndge, 
together with Comptrolier Stevenson 
and Auditor Brown, to a con- 
ference in the Mayor's private office. 
Later Mr. Gabel was sent for and

THE TRANSACTIONS.

Important Matters Revealed That Wil! 
Lead to Many Arreste—German Gov- 
ernment Urged to Withdraw the Army 
Bili—Piefro-Pneumonia Found in Cat- 
tle Shipped From America—Turned 
Mohammedan—General Foreign News. 


Paris, Dec. 20.—The political turmoil in 
France does not diminish. Those who are 
Dest informed and whose judgment is the 
soundest are the ones who feel the worst. 
The head of one of the greatest banking 
Dasinesses in the world, with headquarters in 
Paris,said to-day to one of the American del- 
egates to the Brussels Uonference: *‘I believe 
“we are on the eve of a revolution, and that 
few outside of France have a conception of 
the dangers of the situation. The temper of 
the people is not understood; they cennot or 
Wilinot discriminate between the Govern- 
ment itself and the individuals who repre- 
sent it.*’ 

It is now generally understood that the 
popular mind must be further exasperated 
by more revelations of corruption in 
bigh places. The Panama story 
has not half been told. Every day adds 
afresh chapter. A feature of great interest 
to Americans will probably soon be made 
known. It involvesa banker of world-wide 
reputation, as well known in New York 
as in Paris. He is said to have been 
@ heavy beneficiary of the Panama 
Canal Oo, without having rendered any 
tangible quid pro quo. Rumors about him 
were circulated in high financial circles some 
months ago. At that:time he took an active 
interest in the proposed monetary con- 
ference. He was indiscreet enough to show 
a letter on the subject written to him by the 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster. The 
effect Was to discredit to some 
extent American motives in calling 
the conference, and the co-operation 
of the strongest French financiers was 
almost lost. It is needless to say that the re- 
ports connecting the banker with the Pan- 
ama scandal wereentirely unknown in Amer- 
icaatthe time. Since then the gentleman 
has in no way Deen connected with American 
interests in international monetary plans. 

In certain financial quarters to-day reports 
were circulated questioning the stability of 
hisfirm. The rumors were not credited in 
the best informed circles, for, though cer- 
tain losses amounting to $10,000,000 are 
ascribed to the firm, Its entries are more 
than sufficient to meet them. 

An important conference lasting from mid.- 
night tilli2a. m., was held atthe Prefecture 
of police. There were present the public 
prosecutor, many police commissioners and 
several investigating magistrates. As are- 
sult searches and arrests in connection with 
the Panama scandal are expected. It is said 
that despite ite resolution to adjourn till 
Wednesday, the Panama Investigation Com- 
mittee will hold a special meeting to-day. 

The Figara tells of a mysterious search con- 
ducted yesterday in several banks by Com- 
missoner Rochefort and states that many 
important documents implicating more 
members of the Chamber of Deputies in the 
Panama scandal were seized. 

It has been reported for a day or two that 
Eiffel had fied to avoid arrest. A reporter 
found him at the Rue Babelais. ‘‘I have not 
run away,’’ said he sharply, ‘‘I am ready to 
account for my conduct. If 1 have been suc- 
cessful in my transactions with the Panama 
Capal Uo., it is nobody’s business.

THE FOEESTEL | TRAGEDY. 

A large shortage in the City Treasury, 
an attempt to destroy the evidence of crime 
by burning the City Hall with its invalu- 
able records and another official suicide. 
These are one day’s additions to the con- 
sequences of rottenness in our municipal 
affairs which are mounting into a ghastly 
memorial of popular folly. 

The shocking events of yesterday, in- 
volving theft, incendiarism and self-mur- 
der, are natural and inevitable results of 
the pernicious system of political com- 
bination and manipulation which the peo- 
ple of St. Louis have permitted to be en- 
grafted upon their municipality. . Ineffi- 
ciency and corruption are the twin cubs of 
the ‘*boss combine’’ in local politics. 
Through them mismanagement and dis- 
honesty foster extravagance and crime. 
They supply the opportunities for greed of 
money and place and the fever of specula- 
tion to do their ruinous work.

Our Financial Strength. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In Matthew Marshall’s ‘‘Scramble for 
Gold,’’ published in amorning paper, he 
calls attention to the unrest in financial cir- 


cles whenever there is a shipmentof gold of 
more than usual amount. He also calls at- 

tention to the comparatively small stores of 
gold in comparison with the amount of paper 
money in circulation. He cites our Treasury 
stock of (actually) $1283,000,000 in gold colin to 
redeem $346,000,000 in greenbacks; ofthe Bank 
of France, $650, ‘000, 000 of notes against $335, - 
000,000 in gold; ‘of $80,000, 000 in Bank of En- 

gland notes against which it holds no. gold 
whatever(?), and of the banks of New York 
City which hold $77,000,000 with which to pay 
their depositors $450, 000,000 and thelr note- 
holders $5,500,000 more; ofthe fact that the 
entire bank deposits of London rest upon gold 
in the Bank of England to the amount of 
Only about one-eighth of theirtotal. From 
these, he seems to argue that the whole 
monetary system of the world rests upon 
confidence. 

This istrue. The Treasury of the Uaited 
States resumed specie payment Jan. 1, 1879, 
with less than $100,000,000 gold against "$346, - 
060,000 of legal tenders, and omg with- 

t the use of a dollar of coin; because, 
en the people could get the coin for the 
vernment paper they did not want it. 

Nevertheless, withouta sufficient store of 
metallic money the world is uneasy asto the 
soundness of its paper currency. As to how 
much is suMiciént is perhaps hard to de- 
termine. Circumstances alter cases. But 
the flow of gold beyond what seems to be re- 
quired in the settlement of international 
balances causes anxiety in all age money 
Sees, Paris alone excepted. he reason Is 
plain 

The Bank of England gold reserves amount 
to only $100,000,000. with no silver reserve. 

Our Treasury is substantially in the same 
condition—that is, we have no silver reserve 
to meet our outstanding obligations—our 
silver is kept to redeem our silver notes. 

The shipment of a few miliions of gold from 
New York or London ‘‘raises the rate of dis- 
count.’’ The Bank of France has an average 
store of $265,000,000 of gold and $250,000,U00 of 
legal tender siiver. e Dank can part with 
her gold reserve and ‘‘stiil = business at the 
olad stand’’ without a ple on the 
French commercial surface. >. rance paid a 
war fine to Germany of one billion of dollars 
in gold, yet her silver reserves enabled her 
to recover her gold within adecade. With- 
out her legal tender silver reserve France 
would have been totally ruined. But with 
her immense stock of legal tender silver 
money on hand, and by her suspension of the 
coinage of silver, France crippled Germany 
vastly more than she was crippled by Ger- 
manarmiés. Thereisno financial panic in 
France when a few millions of gold are 
shipped or lent to the Bank of England. Her 
metallic basis ts double, not singlé, and is 
ample forall emergencies of commerce and 
for the confidence of her people. 

The United States, with her storeand an- 
nual production of ‘both gold and silver, 
could be the financial centerof the world, 
and inthe commerce of the world could use 
its silver with the silver using nations, and 
its gold with the gold using nations; and 
without a successful rival, if we would utilize 
our resources properly. 

Bimetallism is the only solution for the 
monetary situation of the world, and, as 
stated in a former articie, the normal ratio 
of the centuries (about 154 "to 1) is the key to 
the problem, for with the production of bota 
gold and silver unrestrained and the coinage 
of both without limitation perfect confidence 
in paper issues must ensue, because issued 
on a natural basis and in harmony witha 
financial law higber than human _  enact- 
meats JOHN T. FIELD.

Members to Take the Oath of Office Before 
Justices of the Peace—Knocked Out by 
a Leaky Member—Repes! of the Sher- 
man Silver Act Proposed—Tammany 
Loyal to Cleveland. 


TOPEKA, Kan., ‘Dec. 20.—There has been 
much speculation as to how the Populists 
proposed to carry outtheir scheme of or- 
ganizing ithe House. The latest bit of sen- 
sational maneuvering has just leaked out 
through a Populist who Is rather. loose of 
tongue. 

It has been customary for some member of 
the Supreme Court to swearin the members 
after the Secretary of State called the roll of 
certified members. An examination of 
the law revealed to Mr. Breidenthal, 
Chairman of the Populist committee, 
that there has never been a stat- 
utory provision regulating the manner of 
administering the oath and this was buta 
custom, Some years ago a member-elect of 
the House was shot and seriously wounded 
before the assemblage of the Legislature. In 
order to draw his pay he was sworn in bya 
justice of the peace and his member- 
ship was recognized and Mr. Mann 
of Powell County drew his full pay. 
Later a Senator was sworn in by a justice of 
the peacein his own county, and after a 
lengthy Gebate it was decided by the Senate 
thatany person empowered to administer 
oaths could swear in the member-elect, and 
he would be a State Senator without further 
action. 

Acting upog these precedents Mr, Breiden- 
thalhas prepareda formof oaths and has 
sentit to every Populist member with in- 
structions to be swornin by a Populist peace 
officer, who would keep the proceedings a se- 
cret.

The Conflagration Which Visited 


Fourth Street Last Evenine. 


NEARLY THREE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
DOLLARS GO UP IN 8MOKE. 


The Udell Wooden-Wars Co.’s Building 
Badly Gutted and “everai Neighboring 
Stores Also Heavy Sv fferers—Narrow 
Escape cf a Number of Emp'oyes— 
Dyn+mite Used to Check the Flames. 


The four-story brick strocture known as 
the Udell Woodenware Co. building, be- 
tween Third and Fourth, Vine and St. 
Charies streets, was destroyed by fire last 
evening, and several other adjoining bulld- 
ings and their contents were seriously 
damaged. 

The flames were first seen by Detective 
Louls Zeiglerand Oficers Ryder and English 
at 6:20 o'clock, issuing froma window on the 
St. Charies street side, twenty feet east of 
FPonrth street. An alarm was sent in 
from the box at Washington avenue 
and Third street,and five engines responded. 
The entire building was ablaze when they 
arrived and a second, third and general 
alarm were sounded. The employes were 
warned by Zeigier and English and madea 
rush for the street, but so rapid was the 
spread of the blaze that they had tofight 
their way out through the dense smoke and 
stifling heat. The salvage corps obsti- 


nately endeavored to save goods, Dut were 
driven out by the smoke. 
NARROW ESCAPES. 

One of them,a man named Cutler, was 
asphyxiated, and was carried out by his 
companions. Some of the employes tried to 
save the concern’s books and six of them 
were hemmed in by the fire and were rescued 
by fremen, who took thein from the window 
of the business office. Among the rescued 
were Fred G. and William R. Udelland Lute 
Wyle. Engineer James Woodson, who was 
-nottobe found during or after tue fire, was 
reported to have been roasted alive in the 
furnace room in the basement. But he turned 
up this morning and saysthat he got out in 
time to escape injury and thatthere was no 
one in the basement except himself. 

One of the bollers explode! fifteen minutes 

ter the fire started, and at intervalsofa 

yminutes the other three burst, causing 

nendous shocks, and hurling bricks and 
timbers Afty feet into the alr. 

The fre department was entirely unable to 
check the fames, and had its hands fuli to 

vent the destruction of adjoining bulid- 
nes. Achange of wind from north to south 
sent the famesacross a 25-foot street to the 
Pacific Express boliding. which quickly took 
fire. The five story Vollier row was in dan- 
ger. Inthe rear of thisrow W. W. McBiair, 
agent for the Hazard and Heckla Powder 
ie a 800 pounds of powder anda 
desperate fight was made to =. stop 
the fire in the express bullding.

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MR. BLAINE’S CONDITION. 


He Still Maintains His Improvement of 
Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 20.—Mr. Blaine 
has held for twenty-four hoursthe improve- 
ment which was notedin his condition yes- 
terday morning. He rested well during the 
night, entered on the morning refreshed, 
and consequently is better prepared to a very 
Slight degree to resist the ravages of the 
disease which has brought him _ face 


to face with death. To this extent 
there is encouragement for the family 
and the host of friends of the 
stricken statesman. The malady is organic, 
however, and inthe nature of things must 
grow worse withtime. The callers at the 
house this morning were informed by the 
man at the door that Mr. Blaine had passed 
avery comfortable night and was resting 
easily this morning. 

Dr. Johnston visited Mr. Blaine about 9 
o’clocKk and remained ashorttime. At l0a. 
m. he summarized the condition of Mr. 
Blaine by saying: ‘‘Mr. Blaine is as wellas 
he was yesterday morning, and seems re- 
freshed after a good night’srest.’’ 

He added, in answer toa question’that Mr. 
Blaine had no trouble about sleeping. He 
declined to gointo any statement with ref- 
erence to the disease, but said that it was not 
from any desire to conceal the condition of 
Mr. Blaine, but because or the personal feel- 
ings of the family. The doctor again stated 
that there was no basis whatever for the re- 
port that Mr. Blaine had been seized witha 
hemorrhage, and coulu not account for the 
Starting of such a report. He added that 
there had been no attempt to conceal any- 
thing from the public as to the real condition 
of Mr. Blaine. There will be Ro consulta- 
tions held at the house, but Dr. Johnston 
and Dr. Hyatt, who is a epeciaiist in throat 
and lung troubles, will cali together once or 
twice during the day, as they have done 
heretofore. 

About 10:30 o’clock a coupe drove up to the 
door and Mr. Damrosch, Mr. Blaine’s son-in- 
law, alighted. His presence makes complete 
the personal household of Mr. Blaine. 

Congressman Boutelle of Maine is quoted in 
the Post as telling the following story: Mr. 
Blaine is suffering from exhaustion. He has 
drawn upon his gray matter for years and 
years without any regard to his health or the 
possibility of impairing his vitality. His 
DOOK, **Twenty Years in Congress,’’ would 
be a monument in itself to any man, and yet 
itisonly one of the many great things Mr. 
Blaine has done. It Was}; composed 
with a rapidity that stands un- 
equalled in  MIiterary history, unless the 
novels of Sir Walter Scott beexcepted. ‘‘Mr. 
Biaine’s versatility is wonderful. I re- 
member in the administration of Gov. Garce- 
lon, when the Democrats were trying to 
wrest the State from us and when Maine was 
in fever heatand civil war seemed impeni- 
ing, Mr. Blaine was Chairman of the state 
Conimittee and had charge of the Republican 
fight. Wehad been endeavoring to get the 
Governorto submit the question at issue to 
the Supreme Court, but had not succeeded. 
Mr. Blaine led the fighting, was aggressive 
and unyielding and of course nothing that 
he could say would be listened to by 
the other side. Presently there appeared,a 
letter tothe Governor signed by Lot M. Mor- 
rill, who was known everywhere as a peace- 
loving, conservative Hepublican, asking the 
Governor to lay before the Supreme Court 
the questions at issue.

sioner John McClane, who is the treasurer of 
the board, saia to the reporter: 

**My idea is that since there are so very 
many wealthy men in New York, they, or 
some of them, could combine and contribute 
acum ofmoney sufficient to construct and 


maintain a large home for fallen women. | 


In that home I -would have them 
educated. I would have them taught differ- 
emt kinds of remunerative employment. I 
would separate them into classes according 
to their intelligence. I would make some of 
them stenographers, some of them 
typewriters, some . of them dress- 
makers, some of them cooks, according 
to their abilities and to their intellectual 
capacities. I would have inthis home a hall 
where they might meet socially and have 
musicané4 singing, where they might enjoy 
themselves in such a way and amid such 
homelike influences that they would feel that 
the place was a true home to them.’’ 

**Your idea Mr. McCiane,’’ said the re- 
porter, **is to have, not a reformatory, buta 
kind of Moral asylum?’’ 

**Yes."’ said Mr. McClane, ‘‘a moral 
asylum or acanitarium and a training school 
as well, which would ada to the moral 
amendment a highly practical knowledge of 
useful arts.’’ 

**I don’t care to discuss the Parkhurst 
question,’® said ex-Inspector Steers, ‘‘but 
the questions which the Post-DispatcuH asks 
are deep and a successful answer to them 
will do much towards solving 
@ great sccial question. The _ solution 
of the question of prostitution does 
not lie in exterminatian, for you cannot ex- 
terminate it, You may drive it out witha 
spasmodiceffort in one place, but it will 
spring up in another. You may send some 
fallen womén to the penitentiaries, but 
others will take their places. The only thing 
you can do is to moderate it and 
keep young men from evil infivences. The 
sooner we understand that tlie evil cannot be 
abolished by any men or set of men in this or 
any other country the better it will be for our 
young men and women. I believe in licensing 
prostitution and limiting them to certain 
Gistricts with certain regulations.’’ 

The Rev. B. F. Decosta, Rector of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, saia: ‘‘As regards Commissioner 
McUlave’s plan, it is useless to give the 
woman a trade or occupation of any 
kind unless .you supplement that with 
something else. J hold thls, ‘that a woman 
who has fallen is, when she reforms, entitled 
to a place back in society, just likethe man. 
Justas we give the manhis place back in 
society, just as on repentance we condone 
his past life, so ought it to be with 
the woman. As the Chief Magistrate of a na- 
tion may be so treated,so ought the humblest 
girlin the world. David the Psalmist is one 
of the highest illustrations of this. He 
sinned, he repented, he wrote Psalm 5l., 
and he was honored and will be honored in 
every age. Why should not the repentant 
woman have the same chance?’’ 

GUSTOMS IN RUROPE. 

Elbridge T. Gerry, one of the best known 
philanthropists and yachtmen in America, 
has made avery long and careful study of 
the social evil! and of the ways of dealing with 
it adopted in all parts of the civilized world, 
said: 

‘*‘My experience, of course, is derived 
\ehfefiy as President of the Society for Pre- 
- wention of Cruelty to Children, in whichIlam 
brought in contact with vice in every con- 
ceivable phase and shape. I think that the 
increase of prostitution at the present 
time is Gue im some degree to for- 
eign importation. I have bestowed 
considerable study to the system in Paris 
and other European citie3. The system in 
Paris, briefly stated, is this: No man is al- 
lowed to keep a house of prostitution under 
penalty of five years’ hard labor. The keep- 
ers are en. No brothel is permitted to 
be established in the vicinity of any academy, 
school, convent, church or where the im. 
mediate helghDorhood objects. Nor is any 
woman Allowed to be taken as a boarder 
im such @ house without first going with the 
keeper before the magistrate, produc- 
ing .her card, and she may leave 
the bouse at any time when she

The houses of prostitution and the 
prostitutes of Paris are com- 
‘pletely under the control of the 
poe and in that great city, where they 
1ave the politics of allthe world centering 
and all sorts of political, social and other 
schemes maturing, requiring the interfer- 
ence of the police, the prostitutes form an im- 
portant adjunct tothat body. In London there 
isno registration and order is practically 
preserved by the police. The greater class 
of houses, the most frequented, are on the 
outskirts at Pimlico and Sst: John’s Wooa. 
The more private houses exist inthecity. In 
Rome an effort was made some years 
ago to focalize the vice; that is to 
say, Dilacing the houses in a circumscribed 
limit. Iwastold by one of the Cardinals 
with whom I conversed onthe subject, that 
it proved impracticable. This was at the 
time when Komwe was under the control of 
the church.’’ 

‘*Has anything akin toany ofthe European 
systemsever been tried in this country?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

**It was tried some time since in San Fran- 
cisco,’’ said Mr. Gerry, 


**Did it work?’’ ’ 

‘*It did not, I do not think the senti- 
ment of this community is in favor 
of making vice respectable by licens- 
ing it. Prostitution has existed. ali- 
most from the beginning of the world. 
In my opinion it will exist until the day of 
judgment. That evil, wine and gambling, 
are the three vices which will last asiong as 
the world endures. Indulgence in them may 
be placed under restraint, but we caanot 
eradicate them.’’ 

WANT THE LAW ENFORCED. 

Henry Ward Beecher’s successor, the Rev. 
Lyman Abbott, pastor of the Piymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, said: *‘1 do not Deileve in 
licensing houses of ill repute or in doing 
anything to rotect those who visit 
them trom the natural consequences. 
I do not believe in the government 
giving dl sangtion, express or implied, to 
social evils in any form or under restric- 
tion. I do believe in police prohibition of 
such houses, anditig the duty of the police 
to see that the prohibition is enforced, 

‘*‘The course of events at Pittsburg 
has demonstrated that A vigorous 
demand to enforce the law backed 
up by public sentimert can be made effect- 
ual tn closing, if not all the houses, at least a 
great number of those that are now open. In 
a democratic community the law hasno more 
force than ihe public opinion behind it. 
When, therefore, a law has become a dead 
letter, as in this case, and housesof ill- 
repute are allowed to carry on their business 
unhiess they Become grossiy disorderly it is 
the duty of the citizens whohavethe well 
being of the community at heart, to 
endeavor toarouse a public opinion which 
will secure the enforcement of thelaw. The 
police ought not to be intrusted with any dis- 
cretion as to what houses may be closed and 
what left open. Allowing them such dis- 
cretion, whether by law or by mere 
sufferance tends to grow toserious dimensions 
of corruption.’’ 

Rev. DeWitt Talmage of Brooklyn Taber- 
nacie said: ** general idea is that the law 
and gospel should dotheir very best to oe 
down the evil complained of. Each has 
its own work to perform in 
the premises. I am in favor of 
any movement to make the cities better 
without going into the specific discussion of 
any one. Ithink Mr. John McClave’s idea of 
providing a home or institution for the fallen 
ones excellent. It would, I am s6ure, meet 
with general appresenee and be generally 
commended. seems merciless to take 
those poor creatures and turn them out into 
the street to starve and freeze. There ought 
not only to De law onese® to protect them, 
but to see that the morality of the city is pro 
tected. There ought to be mercy enough in 
the law to protect them until they could 
achieve 4 livelihood for themselves,’’

We wish that the police justices 
would send tousthe women who come be- 
fore them for first Offenses. We should be 
so giad to have them come to us and De 
helped by us.’’ 

QUIET WORK BEST. 

Miss Grace Dodge, who has been the friend 
of working women for many years, is inter- 
ested intheir fallen sisters, and has many 
times given a helping hand tothose who need 
it. But Miss Dodge’s work has chiefly been 
with individuals who were brought to her 
attention, and she says she does not under- 
stand the subject as a whole thoroughly 
enough to discuss it. ‘*But I! believe firmly,’’ 
says Miss Dodge, ‘‘in the good which can be 
accomplisned by small bodies and by 
individuals. I am afraid of the work 
which is started on too ° large 
a scale. For that reason I O»believe 
that the societies and the individuals who 
are interested in this question can do much 
good in their own way. I am decidedly 
of the opinion that there is room 
for improvement in thse matter and 
I am radically opposed to the French system 
of licensing these resorts. From what you 
tell me of Commissioner McOlave’s plan, I 
would imagine that it its on too large a scale 
and rather too public to be wholly success. 
ful. 

The Rev. William Pardow, President of &t. 
Francis Xavier's College, West Fifteenth 
street, said: 

**I Go not thinx that I can give an extended 
opinion for use In the press. That is not 
quite accordiag to my idea of _ the 
way questions like that should be 
treated.

Death Working Havoc Among Arkansas 
Railway Laborerg, | ‘ine 
FIELEXA, Ark., Dec. 2.—There Was great 
excitement here over the sudden sand unex- 
plainéd death of four convicts andthe probe- 
ble sickness of a Gozen more, fi i the camp 
of 8. M. Apperson, a contractor, who is do- 
ing work here forthe St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southera Ralliway. About 100 convicts 
were brought here last Monday. The men 


under theescort of a dogsen armed guards, 
have been at work all the week throwlag up 
the roadbed ofthe new tracks of the rall- 
road. Eighteen of the convicts were sud- 
Genly stricken yesterday morning with 
an ilinese which is said to re- 
sent strong evideace ofarsenical poisoning. 
Four of them are now Gead, and three others 
will dle. Doctors Were summoned and min- 
istered tothe wants of the sick men, Dut 
without avall. Mr. Apperson at once had 
the stomach of the first man who dated fre- 
moved, and will subject ittoa chemical an- 
alysis to determine whether death was pro- 
duced by poison. Conversation with the 
convicts reveals the fact that two theories 
areentertained by them. The first is that 


the kettlesin which their dally food is cooked 
and which are just inside the guard lines 
and near the public road, have had arsenic 


' thrown Into them by some dissatisfied ne 


laborer of the city or by a confederate in the 
convict camp. 

The second is that impure water, improper 
food, miserable sanitation and the bad 
weather of the past few days have brought 
on a contagious disease. Allof the convicts 
are negroes except three or four and they 
are excited over the trouble. The men have 
been working ankle deep in mud for the 
past week. he Coroner’s inquest will be 
held as soon as the chemist bas reported as 
to the cause of death.

THE VALPARAISO AFFAIR. 


Chili Hands Over $75,000 to Settle the 
Claims. 

WaSHINGTOK, D. C., Dec. 20.—The $75,000 
paid by the Chillan Government in settle- 
mentin full forall claims arising out of the 
Baltimore affair at Valparaiso, were cov- 
ered into the Sub-Treasury at New York to- 
day.

Demand fer Pig Iron in the Pittsburg 
_ District Exceeds the Supply—Twenty- 
six Blast Furnaces, With a Cupacity of 
50,000 Tons, Hard at Work—Facts and 
‘Figures. 


PiTTsBurc, Pa., Dec. 20.—More evidence Is 
at hand of favorable conditions in the iron 
and steel trade in Western Pennsylvania and 
Eastern Ohio to offset the dark prophecies of 
alarmists which were widely circulated im- 
mediately after the election. Even the local 
Organ ofthe iron and steel manufacturers 
has gone back to the business of publishinga 
newspaper andabandoned the ‘‘calamity’’ 
column. From the standpoint of universal 
prosperity itis pleasant to relate the fact 
thatthe demand for pig-iron in the Pitts- 
burg district exceeds the supply, 
ang for years the state of trade in 
pig-iron has beena barometer, There are 
now twenty-six blast furnaces in this dis- 
trict, with a daily capacity of over 50,000 
tons. 

The blast furnace of the Moorheud-Mc- 
Cleane company is the only one not running, 
and that company is talking of resumption. 
The Carnegie company produces half the 
output, operating ten furnaces and contem- 
plates the erection ofthree more. The iron 
and steel trade inthe Pittsburg district has 
been improving for several weeks. The 
wrought-iron pipe trade is having a 
veritable boom. A large consignment 


has just been shipped to California, and 
an order from Australiais just i For the 
first time in the year the seven p @ mills of 
this district will soon be in operation all at 
one time. The Pittsburg company’s mill 
will resume early next month, giving work 
to 350 men. The puddling vs gars of the 
Mocrhead-McCleane iron mill in this city 
has resumed, after a shut down of eight 
months.

Whon 
the Mexican war broke out the Brodie 
boys were among the first to volunteer for 
the service, and they came back after peace 
had been declared, loaded with honors, 
When the Union was imperilled they again 
took arms and Patrick did not return. His 
body lies buried on the battlefield of Bull Run, 
When Thos. Brodie came back from the war 
he found many changes. Nothing seemed to 
prosper with him, and he went to San An- 
tonio, Tex. Then aged Mrs. Brodie fell into 
bad health. Her daughters, too, were grow- 
ing old, and Helen, who had married Thomas 
McDonald, a worthy but poor 
man, wasn’t getting on comfortapby, 
and so the old lady mortgaged her. house to 
a Mr. Anderson for $5,000 and built a little 
addition to her home. Fitteen years ago 
she died. Eight years later Mrs. McDonald 
followed her. Miss Ann was very old 
now. She was a simple old lady 
who had never heard of taxes or 


insurance, but she remembered her sister’s 
dying injunction and always id her in- 
terest to Edward Brenen of No. 143 West 
Twenty-first street, who had purchased the 
mortgage.

SO 
it went to Mrs. Emily .Beaver for 
$7,075. But Mr. Donovan thought he smelt a 
mouse and he employed Lawyer George T. 
Haaning of No. 114 Nassau street to look into 
the matter, and it was alleged that the 
title was clear, Referee Maurice 
Lyne is alleged to have said 
so. Then Mr. Donovan went up to see the 
poor old lady to whom it belonged. 4 
round her starving.

out the country. While it is 
true that Smith won large sums 
Playing in the foreign book at Haw- 
thorne this fall it is equally true that he 
Gropped it just as fast ashe won itinthe 
local ringatthe same place, and it was for 
this reason that Joe Uliman barred him 
from longer playing in his book there. That 
the stable wasa very large winner, too, isa 
fact Well known to the public, but tne stakes 
and purses soon found their way to the ring’s 
strong boxes, andthe entire stable has on 
more than one occason been mortgaged in 
order that Smith might continue his betting 


career. 

The Garfield Park Derby, won by Yo Tam- 
bien, netted the stable $17,500 and this money 
Smith made away with in less than five days 
after he had come into its possession. The 
money that his horses won at Washington 
Park, and the Kendall stable led the list of 
winners there, was bet on the nags bDelong- 
ing to other people just as fast as it came 
into the possession of the plunger. 

Such a persistent gambler was Smith that 
Johnny Huffman, whotrained the string, 
once remarked: ‘‘I don’t know whether I 
shall have the horses to train from one day's 
end to another. I expect every morning 
when I wake up to find somebody else in pos- 
session of the entire string. If Smith would 
bet only on the horses that he owns he could 


win a barrel of money, but the trouble is 
that he will bet on other people’s, and he has 
the poorest sort of judgment as regards the 
horses. Anybody can touthim. He is the 
biggest sucker I have ever seen, and it isonly 
a question of how soon he will be broke.’’ 

If the story thatis now in circulation be 
true, then it will need another big run of 
luck to enable Smith torace under his own 
colors next season, for, according to my in- 
formant, says the weli-known turf writer, 
**Hyder Ali,”’’ a well-known Chicago book- 
maker now holds a mortgage onthe kendall 
string. The same party has hada mortgage 
on the same horses before, but at that time 
Smith madea big winning and it was re- 
leased. Now. things are different. Smith 
has Deen losing lieavily of late, and the sec- 
ond mortgage given is saldto be long over 
due, and should the bookmaker foreclose, 
as he is thinking of aoing, the 
horses must necessarily pass out of Smith’s 

ossession. Smith isa plucky owner and the 
jonest way In which the horses belonging to 
him have been run has made hima host of 
friends among race goers, all of whom would 
be sorry to see himcome to grief. Come to 
grief he will, however, sooner or later, and 
ifnot this time, then some other, tor there 
never yet has been a persistent ‘*plunger’’ 
on racers that was not sooner or later landed 
by the ring, ‘‘Jubilee’’ Benzon in Engiana 
and *‘Plunger’’ Walton in America being two 
notable examples.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Pec. 20. —The lllinols 
State Board of Agriculture has tabulated the 
reports oncorn received Dec. 1 from nearly 
600 correspondents, representing every sec- 


tion of the State, and the result is herew 
given: Owing to the unfavorable weather ae 
planting timethe area of corn fn 1892 ts the 
Smallest reported in twenty-five years, being 
but 5,188,632 acres; the average yield per acre 
was twenty-six bushels. The total 
corn product amounts to 137,540,285 bushels or 
80,441,761 bushels less than the crop of 1891. 

Owing to the inferior quality of the grain 
(but 86 per cent as compured with an aver. 
age) the ruling price of 45 cents r bushel is 
lower than that obtained for the last two 
years and the total value of the cropif sold 
at this price Dee. 1 will be but $48,913,834, the 
smallest corn cropin value since 1878. The 
quality of the corn this season is much delow 
an henge 3 particularly in Central Hlinots.
